FEDERAL AID FOR ROADS 
OPPOSED BY PRESIDENT 


He Tells 1,800 Members of the 
Auto Club That It Would 
Be Dangerous for Govern- 
ment to Embark in Highway 
BuildingTaft Hopes for the-- 
Redemption of the G. O. P. 


New York, December 20.—President 
Taft left New York at midnight to re- 
turn to the white house after thiPty 
busy hours in New York; declaring in 
the last ef several addresses which he 
made that one of the chief faults of 
this age is that people are living tov 
fast. 

In his visit here the president spoke 
at five dinners, laid the cornerstone of 
a néw home for the blind, did (@arist- 
mas shopping and received many polit- 
ical leaders as callers. 

The president's last speech was be- 
fore the New York Young Men’s Repub- 
lican Club, at a dinner given in his 
honor. He appeared just as Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, was scheduled to 
Speak, and listened attentively to a 
stirring address by the western sena- 
tor. With language which the ’presi- 
cent later described as having great 
force, imagery and poetry, Senator 
Borah flayed “flawless big business” in 
a way that brought demonstrations of 
applause. 

Respect for Law Lost, Says Taft. 

The president, in his speech, agreed 
with Senater Borah that the country 
had defects, and that it was the busi- 
ness of the people to overcome them. 

“The chief of its defects,” he said,’ 
“Ig the loss somewhat. of that respect 
for law which we have inherited from 
across the sea, We have struggled 
with conditions, and in prosperity have 
met harder tests than the Puritan met. 
It is true we do not “hold the law as 
sacred as we should. I don’t think 


we hold anything quite as sacred as 
we should.” 

The president pointed to the tendency 
of the age toward faster living and 
pleasure, and from this turned to the 
necessity of improvement. of criminal 
procedure. “Whatever the machinery 
is, it does not have the backing of pub- 
lic opinion,” he said. “So long as we 
have headlines that make heroes of 
murderers we are not going to have 
the improvement we need.” 

Taft Has Hope for the G. 0. P. 


Speaking in optimistic strain. the 


‘ president continued: 


“I am a profound believer in party. | 
Nothing has come in theeway of real 
improvement in the history of our 
country that cannot be placed to party 
organization. Effective reform can be 
made but in two ways: Either inside 
the party or by the breaking up of the 
old party and the founding of a new 
one. The question for every man is: 
Has the party to which he is attached 
the material in it to carry out his ideas 
fér reform, or is it necessary for him 
to join a new party to gain them? As 
I look into your faces [ still have hope 
for the redemption of the republican 
party. ' 

“We have a curious condition 1a 
Washington which I hope will work 
itself*out in such a manner that when 
the national issues come up next No- 
vember things will have shaped them- 
sejves so clearly that every one will 
know the principle which he can sup- 
port. 

"The issue.” he concluded, “will be 
Gecided by the votes of the sovereigns 
of this country.” 

Taft Talks to <Aute Levers. 

In rare good humobr, even for him, 
President Taft joined with 1,500 mem- 
bers and guests of the Automobile 
club of America at their banquet in 
the Waldorf-Astoria tonight, and for 
half an hour or more talked to them 
in such gé@nial vein that they were 
kept almost constantly either laughing 
or applauding. In one of his entirely 
serious moments, Mr Taft, talkine to 
men whose devotion to motoring 
wrakes the good roads question of es- 
pecial intcrest to them, took occasion 
to declare himself emphatically 
against the opening of the national 
tre@eury for the building of great 
high®rays. 

The president began at once to put 
matters on a genia! basis by express- 
ing wondcr why he had been invited to 
the dinner, because, he said, he had 
never belonged to the “carriage clas®.”’ 
It was only lately that he had even 
been temporarily afftliated with it.

He Declares Labor 1s Read) 
for Agents of the Law, 


Gompers Asserts That “Labor’s 
Position Is Lawful and Pro- 
gressive’’---Declares Federa- 
tion Stops Short of Attacks 
on Property. , 


Washington, December 20.—‘‘We have 
nothing to hide. We are ready at any 
time for the agents of the law to be- 
gin investigating,” declares President 
Samuel Gompers, of the American 
Federation of Labor, in an editorial on 
‘“Labor’s Position:;Lawful and Progres- ! 
sive,” which will appear in the Janua- 
ry issue of The American Federation- 
ist. Mr. Gompers pledges his full co- 
operation in any investigation which 
may be made. 

The forthcoming number of the of- 
ficial organ of the federation will be 
the first to appear since organised la- 
bor’s defense of the McNamara® broth- 
ers collapsed in their confession. In 
his editorial, Mr. Gompers confines 
himself to a discussion of the issuce 
raised by the McNamara case, saying of 
the case itself, that he ahd hfs col- 
leagues will stand by the statement 
which they authorized soon after the 
confession of the brothers. 


Ready for Agents of Law. 


Continuing his declaration that or- 
ganized labor is ready for the agents 
of the law to begin the investigation, 
Mr. Gompers says: 

“Files, records of all kinds, account 
books—every thing in documentary 
shape—is open to them. Anything that 
has been printed, or spoken, or writ- 
ten to our correspondents is subject to 
their inquiries. Every act of every of- 
ficial is subject to their inqutries. 
Every act of every official may be 
freely looked into. No one is going 
to dodge or run away. Whatever 
can be done to aid the law will be done 
at these offices. 

“This is our reply at headquarters 
of the American Feilieration of Labor 
to the clamor to get at ‘the men 
higher up,’ to the repeated, announce- 
ments in the press of ‘a nation-wide 
investigation by federal officials,’ to 
the assertions that behind the Mc- 
Namaras were men standing high in 
the counctls of labor.” 

Mr. Gompers tuen propounds the 
question: “How is trade unionism to 
be affected?” And in answering that 
his search for light has brought noth- 
ing new, goes on to discuss the labor 
problem. 

“What has happened,” he says, “has 
been a deplorable incident, a misfor- 
tune, an exceptional course of action, 
but which does not touch the essén- 
tials of trade unionism.” 

Worth Ne Attention. 

He finds that amidst the clamor 
raised by “financial interests, by par- 
tisan prejudice, by sensation mongers, 
or through mere sha’lowness, and bas> 
truckling to the noise-makers,“* the 
country is being compelled to hear 
“the voice of sanity and moral force.”

litle Annie Lou Smith's Deal 
Might Have Been Prevented, 


Traffic Policeman at Tenth 
and Peachtree Had Been 
Removed on Account of the 
Need for More Men im the 
Business Part of the City. 


“There are not enough men on the 
police force to go around, some spois 
are bound to be unprotected,” said 
Chief of Police Beavers yesterday in 
talking of the fatal automobile acci- 
Gent at Peachtree and Tenth streets 
last week. 

This accident cost the life of little 
10-year-old Annie Lou Smith, of 121 
Ninasnont avenue. She was run over by 
an automobile while crossing the street 
on her way home from school, and, al- 
though’ it was thought to have been 
unavoidable, so far as the driver of the 
machine was concerned, it occurred 
while no traffic officer was present to 
see that the little tots got across 
| safely, 

The Peachtree and Tenth streets cor- 
is one of the busiest corners in 
the residence district, with scores of 
machines passing hourly. A curve in 
Peachtree just one block farther on 
renders the danger greater to pedes- 
trians, and fomthe protecti@n of school 
echildren who attend the Tenth street 
school an officer was asked. 

Had to Take Man Away. 

“We had an officer stationed there 
for some weeks, until it became neces- 
sary to put more men out In the resli- 
dence districts in plain clothes. Some- 
one had to be taken away, and it hap- 
pened to be the man stationed at 
Peachtree and Tenth. It might just as 
well have been the man at Peachtree 
and North avenue, but the danger js 
just as great there, so some place 
would have been unprotected. ; 

“This man would not have been 
taken off if we had had sufficient men 
to do the other work. But with the 
increase in crime, due to the holiday 
season, and the large number of hold- 
ups which were.occurring, something 
had to be done to check that. If there 
had been a larger force we might have 
covered all unprotected points, but, of 
course. I could not Say that the acci- 
dent would not have happened.” 

The chief's statements regarding the 
handicaps under which he and the 
police are working are just in line 
with the statements of commissioners 
and others regarding the pressing need 
of more men, as first published in The 
Constitution some weeks ago. At that 
iime Chief Beavers said: 

Need Twenty-Five Men. . 

“We are badly in need of twenty-five 
extra men, and I will ask for them in 
my report to the board. If I get them 
I will put them out in the residence 
districts. We are now vering 25 
square miles of territory rith the 
same force which formerly covered 
much less. The police force today is 
equipped almost like it was twenty 
years ago. The city has outgrown

Ison, of 118 Copenhill avenue, was rob- 
bed of his watch and fob, which he 
missed soon after he left the place, 
Owing to the crowd, in which every- 
body got jostied, Mr. Ison was not able 
to point to anyone he suspected as the 
thief. — . : 

At Edgewood avenue and Peachtree 
street, shortly after 5 o’clock, A. R. 
Hardeman had his pocket picked as hé 
boarded a Decatur car. His card case, 
containing a railroad pass, was all 
that he lost. It was in the same way 
that Jasper N. Smith some months ago 
16st $1,200 in currency as he was board- 
ing the Decatur car. , 

Mrs. Adella Crow, of 103 Washington 
street, reported the loss: of a handsome 
jeweled silver. mesh bag, which she 
thinks was stolen from her near 
Whitehall and Alabama streets. It con- 
tained $33 in “money. In none of the 
cases reported has suspicion pointed 
to anyone, and the thieves have man- 
aged their work so well in the crowds 
that the police have few or no clews 
to work on.

Washington, December 20.—President 
Taft sent to congress today the long 
awaited report of the tariff board on 
schedule K of the Payne tariff act, 
and with it a message recommending, - 
that the rates on wool and woolens be 
materially reduced. 

The report shows that the existing 
duties on many classes of wool and wool 
manufactures are prohibitory and 
greatly in excess of the difference in 
the edst of production here and abrpad. 
The duties are so arranged-as to keep 
out of the United States entirely wools 
of finer qualities which if imported 
might be used to displace the cheap 
substitutes now employed, 

Immediate Revision Urged. —~ 

Presi@ent Taft calls attention to 
these points and urges that a revision 
of the schedule be proceeded with at 
once. He characterizes the report of 
the tafiff board as the most complete 
and exhaustive statement of a difficult 
and complicated subject ever present-

Foreign Powers Take Hand. 


Six foreign powers, tne United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, Germany, France 
and Russia, united today in present- 
ing an identical note to Tang shao Yi 
and Wu Ting Fang, foreign minister in 
the revolutionary provisional cabinet. 

While the exact wording: of the note 
has not been made public, it is un- 
derstood it did not go much further 
than to express the good will of the 
governments represented and the hope 
that the peace conference would aid in 
bringing. the © revolution to a close. 
The German consul was the first to 
read the note,sbeing followed by the 
American consul, Earnest P. Wildef, 
and other consuls. 

In reply, Tang Shao Yi said he 
hoped the conference would be suc- 
cessful in restoring peace. Wu Ting 
Fang, in response, said Le was a lover 
of peace and, therefore, would do his 


utmost to attain a settlement. n 
“But it must be remembered,” Wu 
added, “that the Chinese are fighting 
for freedom and good government, and 
‘hat hasty peace might lead to serious 
consequences—perhaps to another and

Senate Republican Leader Penrose 
said the finance committee would be- 
gin its work,in advance of the house, 
while Democratic Leader Underwood 
deciared the bill would not be whipped 
into final shape for report until Febru- 
ary. The committee,*he said, must de- 
cide just what rates should be fixed 
after thoroughly comparing its own 
data with the facts submitted by the 
tariff board in the report which Presi- 
dent Taft submitted today to both 
houses of congress.

Great Reduction Needed, Says Under- 
* wood. 

Representative Underwood said the 
president's message really pointed out 
the necessity of a great reduction in 
wool rates, and that he had no doubt 
the house would carry out the sug- 
gestions made. 

“The president, in his message,” said 
Mr. Underwood, “favors placing a spe- 
cifle duty on scoured wool as a basis’! 
for importation of raw wool instead of | 
Diacing a duty on raw wool and then 
increasing the duty on scoured wool. 
If the committee should adopt a spe- 
cific rate for raw wool, there might 
be much in the president's argument; 
but I have no doubt the committee will 
exact an ad valorem instead of a spe- 
cific duty. 

“The president advocates ad valorem 
duty on manufactured wool. In the bill 
passed last year the rates were ad 
valorem based on import valuations, in 
contra-distinction to the compound, 
specific and ad valorem rates now ex- 
acted in the Payne-Aldrich law. The 
president says the present duties on 
woolen manufactures in many instances 
are prohibitive. I have no doubt the 
ways and means committee willbagree 
with htm as to the necessity ofa re- 
duction. .The message clearly justifies 
the democratic members in passing the 
wool bill last year that the president 
vetoed.” 

Representative Dalzell, of Peéennsy!- 
vania, republican leader on the ways 
and Means committee, said the mes- 
sage clearly showed why it is neces- 
sity to have wool legislation other than 
that proposed by the democfrats at the 
last session of congress. 

“IT am sure,” said Senator Penrose, 
“that we shall have a better bill than 
the woo! bill which was passed during 
the extra session.

HUMAN WEAKNESS 
IN GOVERNMENT 


Deplored by Bourke Cochran. 
Government Watches the 


Thrifty Instead of Shiftless. 


Chicago, December 20.—W. Bourke 
Cochran, of New York, tonight told the 
Bankers’ Club here that business, civic 
Pand economical confusion could best 
be cured, “not by> fanatical laws, but 
by. business sagacity.” He deplored 
suggestions to change the Sherman 
anti-trust law and ridiculed the “hu- 
man weakness” in government that 
caused the administrations to “license 
things when we canndt control them.” 

Confusion in business, in lawmaking, 
in governmental adjustments to* new 
-conditions, he described as bad—with- 
out a parallel in history. He added 
that deeper confusion lay before the 
“growing demand for new courts that 
are not legal.” 

“All these evils,’ he added, “may be 
cured without the creation of a single 
low er increase of present statutes. 
Business sagacity and clear-sighted- 
ness of the people themselves are the 
remedies.”’ 

He belittled the demand for new 
bureaus, governmental control by li- 
censes and the supreme court’s defini- 
tion “of a “wicked” trust. 

“When business reaches a certain 
volume, it becomes vicious, according 
to the new definition,” Mr. Cockran 
said. “In former days a man could 
make all he was able to, and the gov- 
ernment spent its time watching the 
shiftiess.

“Rock Hill plan” for reducing the 1912 
cotton acreage will probably be dis- 
cussed at a meeting here tomorrow 
of the executive committee of the 
Southern Cotton Conference. The com- 
mittee was appointed at a conference 
here October 31 of southern governors, 
when a reduction of acreage was 
urged. 

The “Rock Hill plen” was devised 
by J. G. Anderson, of Rock Hill, 8. C., 
after a practical test. A competent 
canvasser traveled over two York 
county, South Carolina, townships; and 
143 planters readily signed a pledge 
to reduce their acreage. The canvass 
required four days to complete, and 
cost $25. 

Mr. Anderson, who arrived here to- 
day, said the conference tomorrow 
would be urged to devise ways and 
meanS’ ef meeting the expense of can- 
vassing all cotton growing states. The 
plan provides for a general superin- 
tendent’ and a superintendent for. each 
state, who will appoint co-committees 
to select canvassers to visit every 
farmer with a. pledge. Mr. Anderson 
declared that he was sure his plan 
was feasible if sufficient funds were 
raised.

At Folkston the members of the con- 
gress who attended the first day's pro- 
ceedings were met by a committee 
headed by Mayor S. E. Cannon, Hon. 
B. F. Scott, representative of Chariton; 
W. M. Oliff, Jesse Vickery and other 
prominent citizens. 

The Coleraine meeting was presided 
over by Vice President A. R. Lawton, 
of Savannah, in the absence of Presi- 
dent L. R. Akin, who was called home 
by a business engagement. Talks 
were made by Judge John T. Myers, of 
Waycross; Professor B. M. Hall, of At- 
lanta; L. J. Cooper, of Waycross; J. R. 
A. Hobson, of Atlanta; A. R. Lawton, 
of Savannah, and Walter McElreath, of 
Atlanta. 

Judge Myers, in an interesting man- 
ner, told of the history of Coleraine; 
how the famous “friendship treaty” had 


been signed there a century ago by 
kings and warriors of the Creek In- 
dians and the United States govern- 
ment. After his talk the convention 
unanimously gave him the title of 
“Duke of Coleraine,” and requested 
him to use this in future. 
Colonel Lawton Talks. 

Colonel Lawton’s talk was made 
from a pile of prize sweet potatoes, 
the largest of which weighed 12 and a 
fraction pounds. He said with such 
abundant evidences of the agricultural 
accomplishments there was no end to 
the future for this and other sections 
of the state, and predicted great things 
for the years to come. He told’ of the 
need of co-operation between the states 
and the government to secure the best 
results in drainage matters, and said 
if the proposed drainage bill in con- 
gress did not care for this state that 
steps should be taken to s€e that 
Georgia was looked after in the appro- 
priations inasmuch as this state had 
given to the government all the terri- 
tory now known as Alabama and Mis- 
sississippi. 

This statement was made in vi 
the idea advanted some time back that 
the government make vppropriations 
for drainage in all states where the 
vovernment owned lands.

Government Strikes the Keystone

Philadelphia, December 20.—The fed- 
eral government, late today, filed suit 
in the United States. circuit court 
against the Keystone Watch’ Case Com- 
pany, declaring it an unlawful combi- 
nation, in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and asking that it be 
restrained from carrying on an alleged 
monopoly in the manufacture and sale 
of watch cases. The government de- 
clares that thecompany now “manu- 
factures and sells 80 per cent of all 
Watch cases manufactured and sold in 
the United States,’ and that it is the 
“Intent and purpose of the defendani 
that the company shall monopolize the 
remainder of the trade and com rerce.”

It also charges that the defendants 
induced jobbers to cease handling any 
other lines of goods than those made 
by the Keystone company and its sub- 
sidiaries, kept a black list of all dealers 
who sold movements at less than the 
established price, and “refused to sell 
said movements, as well as any of their 
watch cases, to jobbers who continued 
to sell to retailers whose names ap- 
peared on said list.” 

“Defendants have also urged com- 
petitors to sel! their plants and busi- 
nesses to the Keystone company,” the 
bill adds, “threatening them with de- 
struction should they refuse to do so, 
and have declared their intention of 
acquiring the remainder of the trade 
and commerce in watch cases, and 
have asserted that they would spend 
a million dollars, if necessary, to drive 
some of the larger of its competitors 
out of business, and that defendants 
would hang crepe on the doors of such 
competitors’ factories.” 

The bill prays that the acquisition 
of various companies and the contracts 
entered into be adjudged unlawful; 
that the combination be disintegrated: 
that it be restrained from continuing 
its monopolistic methods, and that job- 
bers be unrestrained in their desire to 
handle all kinds of goods.

JUDGES’ ACTION 
IS COMMENDED 


Local Attorneys Agree With 
Superior Court Judges As 
to Needed Reforms. 


The action of the superior court 
judges, in condemning legal technicali- 
ties which cause delays in the admin- 
istration of justice and their expressed 
determination to present to the legis- 
lature some needed reforms in the 
criminal law, has caused considerable 
discussion among the legal fraternity 

Few of the lawyers, however, so far

as is known, are willing to publicly | 
express their views on the probable ef- 
fect which the action of the judges will 
have upon changes in the present law. 
It is generally believed that one of the 
most important changes the judges 
‘will suggest in their resolution to the 
legislature will be that closing up a 
few of the numerous avenues of appeal 
which are now open, 

Under the present system any case 
originating in a justice court or in a 


is appealed to the higher courts and 
demands just as much time and atten- 
tion as a case involving thousands of 
dollars worth of property, or even hu- 
man. life. It is probable the judges 
will recommend that certain classes 
of these cases be barred from. appeal to 
the highest court 

In discussing this feature of the law 
a prominent Atlanta attorney said yes- 
terday: 

“Unquestionably there are too man} 
cases appealed under the present sys- 
tem. Cases are taken up that should 
never get any further than a justice 
court, yet they travel all the way to 
the highest court in the state. They 
demand attention, and they clog the 
higher courts and cause delays in the 
consideration of cases of infinitely more 
importance. 

“The supreme court and the court o 
appeals are both overworked now, and 
these little cases of practically no im- 
portance are responsible for it. If a 
law were passed which should regu- 
late this feature of the law it would 
be a good thing.” 

It is also probable the judges will 
recommend some changes in the jury 
system, one of which will probably 
be to give the state in criminal cases 
as many “strikes” on the jury as tne 
Gefense has, the defense now being ai- 
lowed twice as many strikes as the 
state. 

The attorney quoted above consid- 
ered the question of doing away with 
legal technicalities a very delicate 
proposition, 

“There are technicalities, of course,” 
said he, “which are unnecessary and 
which cause needless delays, but while 
they are condemned a whole lot, and 
while it must be admitted they fre- 
quently result im needless delays, yet 
it must be remembered that the de- 
fendant has with him the presumption 
of innocence, and these technicalities 
are put in to give him the benefit. That 
old axiom should also be remembered 
that it “were better that nine guilty 
men should go unwhipped of justice 
than that one innocent man should be 
hanged.”

That the peace negotiations in Shanghai between the emissaries 
of Yuan Shi Kai, the imperial Chinese premier, and Dr. Wu Ting 
Fang, for the revolutionaries, are more the result of mutual ex- 
haustion of resources than of a desire on either side to surrender, is 
in evidence from reports of widespread disaffection in the ranks of 
both contingents.

Teheran, December 21,—The cabjnet 
has won an important victory over/the 
pational council. which foreshadows 
the acceptance-of Russia’s demand for 
tne dismissal of W. Morgan Shuster, 
the American treasurer-general of 
Persia, unless public opinion proves 
too strong. 

The national council in a session 
which lasted from 8 o'clock last n‘ght 
until after midnight, finally accepted 
the proposal to appoint a commission 
of five deputies with plenary powers 
to deal with the Russian ultimatum. 
Sixty :nembers were present and the 
proposal was submitted by Vosoogh- 
ed-Dowleh, the foreign minister, and 
was adopted by a vote of 39 to 19. 

It is stated that the regent, Nasir 
Il] Mulk, earlier in the day, summoned 
the moderates and threatened to re- 
sign unless the cabinet’s,proposal was 
accepted. 

The dismissal of Treasurer General 
Shuster was demand by Russia in 
her ultimatum dealing with the Per- 
sian difficulty. For some days the 
national council has refused to accept 
the cabinet’s preposals with reference? 
to meeting the Russian demands, The 
foreign minister represented to the 
council on December 18 that the plight 
cf Persia was desperate, as Russiu 
fad refused to abate her demands, but 
the deputies insisted that the reten- 
tion of Mr. Shuster was Persia’s only 
hope.

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“By Mary Reynolds Carter. 

No package that goes out from At- 
lanta in these last few days before 
Christmas is a read Christmas present 
unless it carries with it one or more 
of the cheery Christmas seals which 
the Anti-Tuberculosis and ‘Visiting¢ 
Nurses’ Association is offering for sale. 
You may wrap your gifts in séft tissue 
paper, tie it round with gay and festal 
ribbons, decorate it with holly; and 
send a loving message with it; but if 
it does not carry the Red Cross seal it 
lacks the final Christmas touch. 

For the Red Cross sea] conveys a 
message of unselfishness, of considera- 
tion for others, of generosity, and the 
presence of the cheery little stamp on 
every package indicates that the send- 
er has recognized-the needs and suffer- 
ing of others, and has contributed his 
or her share to a great movement for 
the elimination of disease. 

There are a number of good reasons 
why every package, every letter, 
should be sealed with a Red Cross seal. 
To begin with a very modern-sounding 
reason, the little seals are useful. They 
hold fractious ends of tissue paper in 
Place neatly and securely, and are a 
great help in -wrapping package® 
daintily and prettily. 

Secondly, they are ornamental. Their 
bright red and green holly, and the 
Christmas greetings in red, brighten 


| 


and make even plain brown wrapping 
paper very festal-looking. 

And, chiefly, every Red Cross seal 
that ig bought is a direct contribution 
to one of the most altruistic move- 
ments of the day—the fight against 
tuberculosis. A penny, five pennies, 
ten pennies, any number of pennies, ' 
seems a small amount, but if every 
man and woman in Atlanta would do 
his share, and purchase penny Christ- 
mas seals the Anti-Tuberculosis So- 
clety would face next years work of 
prevention with more funds than it has 
at present. 

$2,300 Raised Last Year. 

Last year the Atlanta organization 
sold only 230,000 seals, equivalent to 
the amount of $2,300, and Atlanta’s 
contribution to the campaign against 
tuberculosis should be at least $5,000. 
The -individual tax: is slight, for the 
Stamps cost only a penny each. 
Everybody puts Christmas seals on 
their packages; jovial, red-faced Santa 
Claus stamps, or holly wreaths, or oth- 
er little decorative stamps, and it 
would be just as easy to buy the Red 
Cross seals, and the effect would be 
just as satisfactory. 

One trip with a visiting nurse would 
convince any man or woman that all 
have a deep personal interest in aiding 
in every way possible to prevent the 
spread of the disease—to wipe it out, 
if possible. If, for instance, a woman 
who lives in comfort and happiness in 
her Peachtree home should know 


that the dainty little clothes 
of her baby are ironed _ each 
day in a small room where the mother 
of the laundress is dying of consump- 
tion, and that as the dainty laces and 
frills are smoothed out the garments 
are laid on the bed by the sick woman, 
certainly the richer woman would feel 
deeply concerned. This is not an ex- 
aggeration. It is a true illustration 
casually selected from the hundreds of 
cases which come under the observa- 
tion of the visiting nurses as they 
make their rounds. 

The money which you pay for the 
Christmas seals helps to prevent you 
and your children from coming in con- 
tact with the disease in ways of which 
you know nothing; and, if for no other 
reason in the world, this one reason 
should inspire every person in Atlanta 
to purchase a few, at least, of the Red 
Cross seals. 

Money Used in A@anta. 

Except for a very small percentage, 

all of the money secured by the an- 
nual sale of the little seals is used in 
Atlanta in the work of preventing and 
curing consumption. The benefits ac- 
crue directly to the city and to every 
person in it; and the more seals that 
are bought the more is the community 
helped in the elimination of the dis- 
ease. 
The facilities of the Atlanta Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society are not nearly 80 
ample as the needs of the city require, 
despité the fact that many of Atlanta's 
ablest physicians give much of their 
time free to the work of helping and 
curing consumptives. Also, the asso- 
ciation maintains two gree clinics, one 
for white people, in thé Gould building, 
and another for negroes, in the very 
heart of the Auburn avenue disfrict. 
It has three visiting nurses, who su- 
pervise at present 352 patients. But 
three nurses are not nearly as many 
as are needed in a city of Atlanta's 
size, for theirs is the most important 
work in preventing the spread of the 
disease. After the doctors have pre- 
scribed and given medicines, these 
nurses see that the patients carry out 
the orders; they teach the sick how 
quickly consumption spreads, and in- 
struct them how to prevent such 
spreading. 

For the next three days volunteers 
from among Atianta’s women will 
offer the little Red Cross seals in the 
stores and on the streets in the shop- 
ping districts; the federal government 
has recognized the worth of the move-

Court Holds in New York, 


Court Holds That the Cena 
ment’s Suit Against the Al- 
leged Shipping Combine

New York, December 20.—The ful, 
bench of the United States circuit court 
overruled the demurrers interposed by 
the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company, and other trans-Atlantic 
lines, which form the “Atlantic confer- 
ence,” againast the government’s suit 
for dissolution of the conference, The 
fgovernment’s contention is that tae 
“conference” is, by reason of an al- 
leged pooling agreement on passenger 
rates, a trust in restraint of trade, 
and an injunction is asked to restrain 
the companies from further execution 
of the agreement. 

The demurrers alleged want of equi- 
ty in the government’s petition, and 
followed closely the petitions in the 
tobacco and Standard Oil cases, sus- 
tained by the United States supreme 
court in “the light. of reason,” and 
under “the rule of reason.” 

Judge Noyes, who reaa the opinion; 
said the transportation of passengers 
between the United States and Eurupe 
forms part of the commerce of ihe 
United States with foreign nations, 
and that congress uad the power to 
prohibit all contracts, comrbinations 
and conspiracies in restraint “of the 
| foreign commerce of the country. 

How Commerce Is Affected, 

He declared the agreement between 
the companies affects foreign com- 
merce because its operatives divert a 
part thereof from the natu.al channels 
of free competition into fixed channels 
assigned to the parties to the agree- 
ment. “The different lines,” the judge 
added, “obtain not that which would 
come to them from their separate ef- 
forts, put prescribed and certain per- 
tentages of the traffic.” 

Judge Noyes said the contention that 
the combination was formed in a for- 
eign country, was immaterial, as it af- 
fected the foreign commerce of this 
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means, not only to the sick, but to 
each any every member of the civic 
community.

German Banks’ Demand for 
Funds Discussed in 
Wall Street. — 


New York, December 20.—The in- 
sistent demand of German banks for 
‘over year” funds was the significant 
feature of what otherwise was a dull 
day in Wall street. Large amounts 
have been loaned to Germany within 
the last week, but the bidding was 
still keener today. Seven per cent 
was paid for the greater part of this 
money and offers of % to % per cent 
above this figure were reported. The 
amount of American credits in Ger- 
many is, of course, unknown, but it is 
believed that it is now not less than 
$120,000,000. 

Cable advices were that an acute 
stringency prevailed in the German 
money market, as was implied by the 
urgency of the demand for funds. The 
present situaticn was said by 
national bankers to be the result of 
overspeculation in Germany, overex- 
pansion ot credits and the withdrawal 
of funds by France in the fall at the 
time of the Moroccan scare. . 

Unusual interest attached to this 
situation, not only on account of the 
pressing nature of Germany's needs, 
but because of the fact that a large 
part of the loans contracted here vy 
Herlin .nterests in the course olf tne 
Meroccan dispute mature at the.end 
of next month Unless these loans dre 
extended, Germany's financial re- 
sources will be put to ua severe tax 
when they tall due.

House Agrees to he Senate 
Resolution to ‘Abvogale 


Only Negative Vote Was Cast 
by Macon, of Arkansas. 
Sulzer States That the House 
Intended No Offense To 
Russia by Original Action. 


Washington, December 20.—Congress 


today ratified the president's notifica- 
tion of the termination of the dussian 
treaty of 1832, and sent the measure 
to the president Yor his signature. The 
house disposed of it according to pro- 
gram within 75 minutes. Speaker 
Clark signed it at 2:56 p. m., Vice 
President Sherman signed it at 38:01, 
after the senate had remained in ses- 
sion purposely to permit him, under the 
rules, to affix his signature, while ii 
was in session. Tomorrow congress 
will recess for the holidays, which was 
an important factor in the expedition 
of the ratification. 
All, Voted Together. 

It was a purely perfunctory pro- 
ceeding in the house, for democrats and 
republicans voted together, Macon, of 
Arkansas, democrat, alone voting in 
the negative. He explained to the 
house later that he voted against the 
resolution in a spirit of levity, Dur- 
ing the debate republicans joined with 
their political opponents in trjbutes tc 
Representative Sulzer, of New York, 
the democratic author of the house biil, 
for accepting the senate measure, 
amending his own.
